The undersigned berewith transmit tó you the annual report of the: 
Inspectors of the Alabama Penitentiary, and only deem it necessary 
to say that the prison is in a dilapidated and decaying condition, es- 
pecially the buildings and workshops inside the walls. 

The management of the prison is in every way conducted by the 
Lessees or Wardens in a lawful or humane manner. We would 
recommend a continuation of the itinerating system, it being, in our 
judgment, more conducive to the contentment and reformation of the 
convicts than otherwise; and at the expiration of the present lease, 
if the State should determine to re-lease the prison, we would re- 
commend that a provision be made for the working of females and 
other infirm convicts upon plantations, instead of publie works, their 
condition to be determined by the physician of the Penitentiary.

ALABAMA PENITENTIARY, Oct. 2, 1871. 
To the Fin of the Alabama Penitentiary : 


GENTLEMEN : The following annual report of the Hospital Depart- 
ment of the Alabama Penitentiary is respectfully submitted. The 
number of convicts remaining in the prison was generally small, as 

~~all who were able to do such work, were sent. immediately to the 
Rail Road, where most of the hands were at work. The’ inmates, 
therefore, of the prison walls, were prisoners whose conditions unfit 
them for hard labor, or such as were sent here for medical treatment. 
^ — Thefollowing statement shows the different diseases and the number - 
of cases treated during the year, and an aecount of the deaths that 
- occurred : 
Intermittant fever, six; remittant fever, two; neuralgia, two ; dysen- 
- tery, one; aphthee, one: bilious colic, one; general debility, one 
acute diarrhoea, one ; catarrh, one; Hemoptisis, one; articular rheu- 
matism, one; chronic bronchitis, one; ascites, four ; amenorrhea, 
one; otitis, one; secondary syphilis, two; and chronic ulecranie of 
the bladder, one. 

Of these twenty-eight cases admitted -into the hospital, two died. 
One death occurred from chronic ulceration of the bladder, the patient 
being hopelessly diseased when received into the prison; and the 
other from ascites, complicated with chronic diarrhcea, received into 
the hospital on the 5th of August, and died on the 8th. 

There have been about twenty convicts employed on a plantation 
about five miles from the prison. With the exception of chills, these . 
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ee enjoyed excellent health. Among these hands there were two 
deaths, both of which were very sudden, and the cause in either case 
could not be ascertained ; one was quite an old man, and the-other a 
very old woman—neither of them able to do regular work. I think 
it probable they-both died from sudden dropsical effusion of.the 
heart. 

Having so few convicts remaining at the prison, I have no sugges- 
tions to make in regard to any sanitary improvements which might 
otherwise be required.

The Deputy Warden, appointed by T. C. Smith, at the 


|Penitentiary, viz: A. C. Singleton, has embezzled some 


of the funds of the Institution and run away with it, and 
iwe have recognized the appointment of William A. Rick- 
etts, a mechanic, who has been at work in the prison ever 
since the lease commenced: we think a reliable and honest 
man. In our monthly visit to the conviets at work on 
ihe South & North Railroad, we found one hundred and 
eleven (111) convicts under the supervision of. Col. J. F. 
B. Jackson, the present reputed Lessee of the Penitentiary. 
Four of said convicts, that were under his supervision, 
made their escape on the 31st J anuary, 1871, and have not 
been captured, that we have learned ; of which escape we 
suppose, you have been informed. The convicts on the 
Road appear to be well cared for. There were five lying . 
up, on sick list, one of them quite sick. 

There are twenty (20) at work at Major Tate's Mills, on 
the South and North Road; ; all seem to be in good con- 
dition. |

We have thoroughly examined the Institution, and find 
the prison buildings in an exposed condition and fast de- 
caying, and none, or very little, repairs have been made— 
none, as yet, that tends to the preservation of the build- 
ings. The few convicts that are- within the prison walls, 
under the immediate control and management of Wm. A. 
Ricketts, the present Deputy Warden of said prison, are 
n good condition, and well cared for. Only one convict 
-has escaped from the Penitentiary during the present 
quarter, by cutting through the outer wall of the prison, 
and has not yet been captured. But two have died in 
the prison during the last quarter. The prison, in the 
main, is well kept, and promptly attended to by the War- 
den, and prompt medical attention is given.
